Owing to the sympathy shown 
him by the peasantry he had always escaped 
Capture, despite the. immense reward the 
government offered for his arrest. 
His career as an outlaw began two years 
ago, when he was liberated from what he 
considered an unjust imprisonment. He 
vowed to kill the fifteen witnesses who were 


said to have actually dispatched twelve. 
The report of the capture of Mussolino 

was at first received with general skepticism, 

but subsequently news convinced the pub- 


arrest is now a universal topic of discussion. 


| Stories of His Arrest. : 

The details of the circumstances of his ar- 
rest printed here differ. According to one 
account he made a long and desperate re- 
sistance. Another report represents him as 
running until he was overtaken, when he 
quietly submitted to arrest.

Mussolino’s arrest. They communicated 
with the Sicilian police, who sent gendarms 
who were acquainted with Mussolino’s ap- 
pearance, and when these identified him in 
prison the captive admitted his personality.

Not an Ordinary Brigand. 

There should be no misconception as to the 
word brigand. Mussolino is not the brigand 
who stops travelers or tourists and holds 
them to ransom, or who indulges in highway 
robbery. Foreigners and tourists can go 
through the whole of Calabria with perfect 
safety without ever imagining a brigand to 
be in their neighborhood, unless they happen 
to read the local newspapers, or to come 
across unusually large carabineer or infantry 
partols. 

Mussolino is an escaped convict—accord- 
ing to popular belief unjustly condemned— 
who is wanted both because of his escape 
and because since his escape he has murdered 
nearly all the persons who, as witnesses, 
magistrates, or jury, had anything to do 
with ‘his condemnation. But if he was un- 
justly imprisoned in the last instance, he 
was.by no means a saint. 

At 15 years of age he belonged to the mala 
vita and was watched by the police; in 
March, 1894, when only 17 years old, he was 
imprisoned for law-breaking, and three years 
later for housebreaking. At the end of 1897 
and the beginning of 1898 he was repeatedly 
imprisoned for inflicting wounds on his fel- 
low-townsmen. His condemnation for at- 
tempted murder at the end of 1898 was mere- 
ly a logical, though perhaps on the evidence 
an unjust, continuation of his criminal 
career. His escape from prison marked the 
beginning of his murderous vendettas which

One supposed robber, giving the 
name of Henry McCarroll, Nashville, Tenn., 
is ‘in a hospital, probably fatally injured. 
Another, William Dumm, also claiming

custody. The third was shot, but carried 


. | away by his companions and has not been 


found. 

Early this morning ‘burglars entered a 
usiness house at Howell, applied nitro- 
glicerine to the safe, blew it open, partly 
wrecked the building, and got away with 
nearly $200. While Marshal Sumpter and 


Bernard, a proprietor of the store robbed, 


gave chase, others aroused the townspeople 
and asked aid of Evansville. 


First Fight at . 


Sumpter and Bernard followed the thieves 
a mile or more and overtook then. A duel 
of firearms followed between the pursuers 
and pursued. It was quite dark, and fighting 
was at a disadvantage. Sumpter was 
wounded and reeled intoaditch. One robber 
was shot and fell in the road. The other two 
disappeared. Bernard hastened back to 
town for help and a conveyance. In his ab- 
sence Sumpter saw the wounded robber car- 
ried away by his companions, but could offer 
no interference. By this time nearly the en- 
tire population of Howell was abroad, and 
joined several Evansville detectives in a man 
hunt. 

The people divided into posses, and one ot 
them came upon the fleeing robbers. Shots 
were again exchanged, and the thieves once 
more escaped. A convenient woods enabled 


theni to elude their pursuers: The searchers” 


increased as the light of day appeared. The 
country was being searched in all directions. 
About 7 o’clock a freight train was pulling 
out of Howell, when two men denly 
emerged from high weeds and climbed on the 
cars, A brakeman called to a possg some 
away: Here are robbers! 


Third Fight on Freight Train. 

The crowd became excited, and as the men 
climbed the sides of two cars the posse 
opened fire, Both men fell back into the 
weeds and were captured. It is be- 
lieved the strangers would have been sum- 
marily dealt with but for the presence of 
some Evansville officers. One stranger, who 
gave his name as McCarroll, was shot 
through the body, and had to be taken toa 
hospital. Dumm, the other, was also wound- 
ed, but not dangerously. The latter denies

James Nevins Arrested for Murder of 
D. F. Reardon on Night of No- 
> vember 3,1896. 


Kankakee, III., 


Oct. 16.—[Special.]—James 
Nevins arrived in this city this morning 
from Wellington, Kas., in custody of an 
officer and is under indictment for the mur- 
der of Dennis F. Reardon, who was killed 
in Thomas Lahey’s saloon on the night of 
Nov. 8, 1896. Doll Oliver is under arrest 
‘and indicted as an accessory. 

Dennis F. Reardon, a rich farmer of Rob- 
erts, III., was last seen in the flesh in 
Lahey's saloon on the night of Nov. 3, 1896. 
On the following Feb. 6 his body was found 
in the ice at the foot of Third avenue, this 
city. An inquest that lasted several days 
threw no light on the tragedy. 

Within the last year State’s Attorney 
Cooper and Sheriff Glass were led to make 
a further investigation of the case by a 
confession from William Kettles that he 
had seen Reardon, Doll Oliver, a blacksmith, 
and James Nevins,.a barkeeper, struggling 


that the farmer was missed. Kettles affirms 
that Reardon sank beneath a blow on his 
head struck by Nevins and that the body 
was afterward thrown. into the river. 

Oliver was arrested two weeks ago in 
Avenue City, Mo. Nevins was arrested last 
Saturday at Wellington, Kas., where he had 
been tending bar for the last four years. 

Two women saw the crime committed. One 
of them, Clara Jenkins, is in custody. The 
other cannot be found, but is believed to be 
in Chicago. 

Tom Lahey, owner of the saloon where the 
murder was committed, died within a week 
after the body was found. .

The deputies elected the Rev. Dr. Cameron 
Mann of Kansas City to be missionary Bish- 
op of North Dakota, vacant through the 
translation of Bishop Edsalf in succession 
to the late Bishop Whipple of Minnesota. 
The election was unanimous. 

Bishop-elect Mann was born in New York 
City and educated at Hobart College. He 
was ordained deacon and advanced to the 
priesthood by the late Bishop Coxe of Buf- 
falo, and, after serving as curate in Albany, 
was seven years rector of St. James’, Wat- 
kins, N. Y. He went to Grace Church, Kan- 
sas City, the largest parish there, in 1882. 
He has been a member of several general 
conventions and has published several re- 
ligious works. His younger brather is rec- 
tor of Grace Church, Orange, N. J. 

If he accepts he will be third Bishop of 
North Dakota. The district is a weak one, 
however, being only about twice as strong 
in membership in the whole State as his 
own Kansas City parish.

R. S. WEIR MITCHELL takes himself | 
rather seriously as a fictionist, and 
he has set forth his last novel, Cir- 
cumstance.“ with no little pretension. 
As a person of social experience and 
some egotism may enter a room with an air 
of hardly restrained pomposity, so this novel 
shoulders its way through the press of books 
and appears to demand ‘attention. But as 
the pompous person may often prove to be 
dull and to have only his largeness and the 
excellent fit of his clothes toe#eecommend him, 
so Dr. Mitchell’s book lacks verisimilitude, 
vivacity, humor, and artistry. It deals with 


the ventures and adventures of a Mrs. Hun- |. 
ter, an unscrupulous woman who is engaged | 


in the ancient quest for the goose with the 
golden eggs. She is a dull conspirator, whose 
every sentence has been made an offense 
against good taste, and it seems almost im- 
possible that any person of experience could 
have been taken in by her coarse adulation, 
her clumsy acting, and her deliberate schem- 
ing. While she is undoubtedly the leading 
character of the story, it must be urged that 
the book would have prospered better with- 
out her. There are no less than four women 
and three men in the book whose fortunes 
it would have been a pleasure to have fol- 
lowed. A certain Martin Blount, for exam- 
ple, offered much greater temptation to the 
imagination than the heavy adventuress, 
Mrs. Hunter, and one cannot help thinking 
what a pleasant time William Dean Howells 
would have had with Martin Blount, a coun- 
tryman of fine ancestry, of poverty, crude- 
ness, and ambition, who came to Philadel- 
phia to study medicine, and whose neces- 
sities and the involuntary demand for kind- 
ness he made upon the other characters of 
the book constituted his only use to the story. 
Really Dr. Mitchell’s evil heroine, Mrs. Hun- 
ter, is not of sufficient interest or importance 
to justify the existence of a novel in which 
she is the central figure. (Century company.) 

A Day with a Tramp, and Other Days,“ 
by Walter A. Wyckoff, might seem to be the 
pleasant leavings from Mr. Wyckoff’s fa- 
mous note book of his journey across our 
continent in search of work—a search which 
met, it will be remembered, with bountiful 
and indeed embarrassing reward. Mr. Wyck- 
off has a nature so warm and kind and a 
turn of speech so felicitous that whatever 
he writes about seems to be worth while, 


and this selection of incidents of his humble | 


travels is no exception to the rule, Socio- 
logically these agreeably told episodes have 
little value, but the autobiographical interest 
is undeniable—an-énterest made all the more 
piquant by Mr. Wyckoff’s modesty.
